Review  Course  Aids  Engineers 


The  annual  refresher  course  for 
Engineers  will  begin  Nov.  4  at 
Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  in  Hammond.  The  purpose 
of  the  non-credit  course  is  to  assist 
engineers  planning  to  take  the 
Indiana  state  licensing 
examination  for  professional 
engineers  and  land  surveyors.  The1 
entire  program  consists  of  16 
sessions. 

The  course  is  divided  into  three 


sections.  Participants  can  enroll  in 
one  or  more  sections  to  prepare 
them  for  any  or  all  five  parts  of  the 
exam.  The  licensing  test  will  be 
given  next  spring  by  the  state 
board  of  registration  for 
professional  engineers  and  land 
surveyors. 

Classes  will  meet  on  Wednesday 
evenings  from  7  to  10  p.m.  and  will 
run  through  March  31,  1971.  The

Opens  for  Students

Purdue  Cal  opened  a  new  School 
of  General  Studies  this  semester. 
Thirty-two  students  have  enrolled. 
The  school  is  aimed  toward  those 
people  who  are  ambitious  and  want 
to  attend  college  but  because  of 
social,  economic,  or  other 
problems  have  not  been  able  to 
attain  a  good  pre-college 
background. 

The  main  intention,  according  to 
Mr.  John  Fruth,  admissions  of¬ 
ficer,  is  to  provide  courses  to 
enable  students  to  meet  existing 
admission  requirements.  Students 
for  this  school  are  selected  from 
those  who  were  in  the  lower  half  of 
their  graduating  classes. 

No  battery  of  basic  courses  and 
no  separate  faculty  are  offered 
under  this  program.  Each 
university  department  will  provide 
courses.  Many  of  the  courses, 
especially  in  English  and  Math 
offered,  are  lower  level,  non-credit 
courses.  Students,  however,  may 
also  take  regular  courses  for  which 


they  will  receive  credit.  Once  the 
deficiencies  are  met,  the  student  is 
free  to  pursue  a  degree. 


His  findings  are  based  on  a  study 
he  conducted  in  1968  of  major 
Western  cities  during  the 
American  Frontier  period.

The  book  deals  with  the 
frontier  hotels  that  flourished  in 
the  boom-and-bust  days  of  the  old 
West. 

A  faculty  member  at  the  Purdue 
Campus  in  Hammond  since  1966, 
Van  Orman  spent  the  past  summer 
at  the  Huntington  Library,  San 
Marino,  California.  He  did 
research  on  the  rise  of  cities  in  the 
American  West,  working  under  a 
$400  grant  from  Huntington. 

Indiana  University  Press  will 
publish  “A  Classified  Bibliography 
of  the  Periodical  Literature  of  the 
Trans-Mississippi  West.’’  ir. 
December  1970.  Van  Orman  and 
Oscar  O.  Winther  an  I.  U.  history 
professor  are  co-authors. 


Absentee  Voters  Apply  For 
Ballots  Furnished  by  County 


Any  person  qualified  to  vote  in 
the  state  of  Indiana,  who  expects  to 
be  absent  from  the  county  in  which 
he  or  she  is  a  qualified  voter,  on 
any  general,  special  or  city  elec¬ 
tion  day,  may  vote  at  such  election 
by  absentee  voter’s  ballot.  He  or 
she  may  apply  for  an  official  ab¬ 
sent  voter’s  ballot,  not  more  than 
sixty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
election,  by  asking  in  person  or  by 
mail  on  a  blank  furnished  by  the 
The  application  for  an  absent 
voter’s  ballot  must  be  post¬ 
marked  not  later  than  midnight 
the  Saturday  preceding  the  date 
any  general  election. 


Upon  receipt  of  the  absent 
voter’s  application,  the  county  will 
check  to  see  that  the  applicant  is  a 
duly  registered  voter  of  that 
county.  If  so,  the  absent  voter’s 
ballot  is  then  mailed  special 
delivery  in  an  unsealed  envelope  to 
the  voter. 

Absent  voter’s  ballots  may  be 
marked  in  pen  or  pencil,  in  any 
color  lead  or  ink.  The  ballot  must 
be  marked  in  the  presence  of  any 
official  who  is  allowed  to  ad¬ 
minister  oaths  and  has  an  official 
seal.  (On  campus  there  are  usually 
notary  publics  who  will  provide 
this  service.)

It  was  written  In  blue,  black 
and  pink  drymarker  ink  on  an  11 
by  14  white  paper  board  from 
someone  from  the  Lecture  and 


Assembly  Committee  or  Kappa 
Pi  Delta -both  of  whom  spon¬ 
sored  the  award  winning  un¬ 
shown  film. 

This  destroyed  the  two  young 
men’s  and  many  other  people’s 
evening. 

No  explanation  was  posted.

“The  Spy  Who  Came  In  From 
The  Cold.” 


Newspaper  Writers  Anticipate 
Publications  Committee  Decision 

Many  universities  pay  the  newspaper  editorial  staff  either  by  reducing 
credit  hour  fees  or  by  making  cash  payments  to  the  editors  each  week  or 
every  two  weeks.  But  unfortunately  Purdue  Calumet  does  not. 

It  is  unfortunate  because  responsible  persons  who  have  been  trained  in 
journalism  often  do  not  want  to  take  charge  of  putting  out  the  newspaper. 

Writing  for  and  laying-out  even  a  small  college  bi-weekly  newspaper 
takes  over  10  hours  of  work  each  week. 

Not  only  does  this  mean  for  the  editors  and  managers  less  time  in  which 
to  do  homework  but  also  less  time  in  which  to  earn  that  money  which  is 
needed  to  pay  college  fees  and  buy  books  and  supplies  -musts  for  all 
college  students. 

For  these  reasons  qualified  students  tend  to  avoid  taking  unpaid  top 
positions  on  college  newspapers.  Result:  the  quality,  or  standard,  «f  the 
newspaper  drops. 

Last  spring  a  committee  was  set  up  to  study  the  operation  of  THE 
BOILERMAKER  and  to  select  the  editorial  staff  whose  members  were  to 
be  paid.  As  of  now  the  issue  is  still  being  debated  by  a  “sub¬ 
subcommittee”  and  nothing  has  been  said  about  paying  this  semester’s 
staff. 

Payment  for  newspaper  work  would  provide  an  incentive  for  com¬ 
petent  people  to  put  out  a  “better”  BOILERMAKER.  We  urge  the 
Committee  on  Student  Publications  to  come  to  a  decision,  favoring 
editorial  staff  pay.

There  are  hundreds  of  people 
who  attend  night  classes  here  at 
Purdue  and  each  of  these  students 
requires  a  parking  space  for  his 
car.  The  majority  of  these  students 
have  B”  parking  permits.  The 
resu1  of  this  is  that  the  “B”  lots 
behind  the  school  are  usually  filled 
and  the  overflow  are  banished  to 
the  no-man’s  land  across  the  street 
behind  the  new  Student  Union 
Building.  And  as  is  usual,  the  “A” 
lots  are  sparsely  filled.  Why 
wouldn’t  it  be  feasible  to  wipe  out 
this  caste  system  and  convert 
these  vacated  “A”  parking  spaces 
into  ”B”  spaces  after,  let  us  say, 
6:00  p.m.  or  even  7:00  p.m.

American  Art. 

“Class  members  will  see  slides 
of  famous  painting,  sculptures  and 
architecture  in  addition  to  learning 
about  the  artists  and  how  the  times 
‘ih'^hich  they 'lived  affected  their 
output,”  related  Mrs.  Meilach. 
“By  learning  a  few  obvious 
characteristics,  participants  will 
be  able  to  tell  the  period  in  which  a 
work  was  painted.” 

The  course  will  conclude  with  a 
guided  tour  of  the  Chicago  Art 
Institute.

Piper  Pete  haunted  the  playing 
field  as  the  Cal  soccer  team 
‘kicked  off”  the  season  opener 
with  a  6  to  2  drubbing  of  Valparaiso 
University  on  Wed.  Sept.  23.  The 
win  proved  costly,  though,  as 
Purdue  Cal  goalie  Rod  Wiengart 
left  the  game  in  the  fourth  period 
via  ambulance  with  what  later 
proved  to  be  a  broken  neck. 

The  opening  period  of  the  game 
looked  gloomy  for  the  Pipers  as 
Valpo  drew  first  blood.  Weakened 
by  the  “last  minute”  ineligibility 
rulings  on  veteran  Piper  defensive 
backs  Jim  Buckman,  Norm  Mc¬ 
Connell  and  A1  Malo,  Valpo  easily 
cracked  the  vastly  inexperienced 
freshmen  defense. 

Then,  in  the  second  period, 
veteran  goalie  Danny  Dregac  was 
pulled  out  of  the  nets  and  put  on  the 
front  line.  Immediately,  Soph¬ 


omore  Mike  Pylypczak  scored 
the  first  of  his  three  goals, 
unassisted.  Pylypczak’s  next  two 
goals  came  in  the  second  period  on 
assists  from  Dregac  and  George 
Galouzis.
